Dear Girls and Boys, 

Since no news has come as yet from any of our 
missionaries, I shall teil you a true story about an 
experience that a little girl had this summer at Vaeation 
Bible School at Danbury. 

July had again come and Lillian was waiting impati- 
ently for Vaeation Bible School to begin once more. She 
had attended it for three years now and enjoyed it very 
much. Since there was no Sunday school and church 
that she could attend, these few days were very important 
to her. After all she had heard hardly anything about 
the Bible since last summer vaeation school. 

One Saturday morning as she came to her friend’s place 
on a bicycle she heard some glad tidings. “Vaeation 
Bible School begins on Monday in the mission.” 

Having heard the good news she hurried back home 
to do some washing and ironing. Lillian had no mother 
and her father was working far from home most of the 
time, so she had lived all by herseif in a lonely little 
place on the farm. As fast as she could she got her work 
done, best she knew how, and went to bed. 

When Monday morning she heard a car honk at the 
house she ran out to meet it. Surely she was not 
disappointed. It was the Vaeation Bible School teacher 
coming to pick up the children for Vaeation Bible School. 
At an invitation she stepped in the car carrying with her 
some measly little dinner she had prepared. Lillian 
was so glad that her last year’s teacher had again come 
back. Immediately she began telling her of all her 
experiences during the past year. In a short time the 
car was packed with children, and off they drove to the 
mission. 

Somehow Lillian thought that this year was even better 
than any other one. She enjoyed the singing, the Bible 
lessons, and also recess time. It was a time of fellowship 
and real blessings. 

One night as Lillian went to bed, she could not fall 
asleep. She kept on thinking about what she had heard 
at Bible school. One of the teachers had said, “Everyone 
here without Jesus in his or heart is lost and condemned.”

How thrilled she was, she knew that otherwise 
she could have never gone to camp, because she had no 
money and her father who was not a Christian would 
not give it to her either. 

She knew she might not even see her daddy for weeks, 
for he hardly ever was home, he was always working. 

At camp Lillian met scores of new friends. This was 
a new experience for her, for she had never been away 
from home before. She was so happy at camp that she 
forgot all her hardships at home. Being a Christian she 
enjoyed Bible camp so much more. 

But one day at camp poor little Lillian had to meet 
up with a tragedy. And sad it was, she cut her foot 
on a stone, and the cut was so bad that she had to be 
taken to the doctor. For three whole days she could not 
even walk. This meant that she had to miss out on several 
classes. How badly she feit about having to stay in 
bed, whereas all the other campers were happily running 
off to their classes. There she lay all alone in a cabin. 
How lonesome she was. However here in her lonesome- 
ness she leamed to trust Jesus for everything. 

She would pray to her Jesus for the other campers. 
the teachers, and especially for herseif. When at any 
time the girls would come to talk to her she would 
teil them of her Saviour who had redeemed her and 
who would surely heal her foot again. Jesus was all to 
her, thus the girls longed to know her Jesus too. Before 
camp had come to a close, several of Lillian’s friends 
had accepted her Jesus too. This really made her happy 
to think that she had been able to testify to them about 
her Jesus. 

The last few days at camp Lillian could again walk 
around. This brought great happiness to her to be able 
to join the campers once more. 

At the closing night of camp she was brave enough 
to step out of the crowd, and to go close to the fire 
where the wiener roast was to be held, and to give her 
personal testimony.
